the Air Has 65 Volcanoes,
20 of Which Are Active.

Showers of rocks larger
than ships were hurled from a raging
Volcano on Kamchatka, Avhere a ter-Irlb- le

and magnificent volcanic phe-
nomenon occurred some weeks ago, re-

calling the primitive days of tho for-mntl-

of the earth.
After having been wrecked and

washed away on the shore of Kam-
chatka, Frederick McCormlck, a well-know- n

newspaper correspondent, wit
nessed the extraordinary eruption.

Writes of Spectacle.
In a report to tho Japan Advertiser,

Mr. McCormlck says:
"On arriving at Hakodate, In north-

ern Japan, I heard from a fisherman
!of an earthquake above Hokkaido,
und the disappearance in the sea,
September 5, of a part of the island
of the Kurlle group. The earthquake
textended from Hokkaido to the Aleu-
tians, and was but a prolongation of
tho sclsmatlc phenomena occurring In
Kamchatka, where I was wrecked on
Ihe Kronotsky peninsula, j.'en days
later, sixty sea miles to the south, I
found myself at Scinlschlk. From there
II saw the magnificent eruption of
jvolcano Karlmskaya. Above a moun-

tain ridge which lay between we could
see, without the aid of glasses, tho
expulsion of showers of racks, many
jof which must have been larger than
Ships, as they flew through the sky
Jin giant parabolas. Only the flowery

of the eruption was visible toErest It played against the 'sky. The
smoke column, tilted southward by
he wind, reached upwards thousands.Ef feet, and In two days the smoke

jeloud extended 100 miles down the
coast and out to sea.

"Then the wind shifted to the west

and the ship was sprinkled with vol-

canic dust. There' was a great roar
JUko the sound of an artillery battle,
and it was reported that the water
jof Kronotsky bay hud risen in tempera-
ture 0 degrees, while magnetic dis-
turbances rendered the ship's compass
lunworkablo. Fearing a subterranean
jsea-wav- e we put out forty-fiv- e miles
off tho shore, and on September 5,
recorded a violent earthquake which
shook the ship.

United 8tates Becomes the Greatest
Fur Producing Country In the

World Stocks Worked Off
and Market Now Bare.

New York. The United States, in the
past few years has become the great-
est fur producing country in the world,
doing a business in furs running from
950,000,000 to $100,000,000 n year and
far outstripping northern Canada,
Alaska and Siberia, long considered
supreme ns fur producing centers.

Fur bearing animals abound In the
great farming districts of this country
and thousands are captured each year
by trappers. While skunk and musk-r- at

are the most important and most
numerous of these animals found, there
are plenty of mink, raccoons and other
small members of the furry trlbo
which the wily trapper may take In
the open season at a good profit

This season promises to bo tho best
In many years In point of the number
of animals taken nnd the prices paid
for raw furs. Very little trapping
was done last season. The drop In
values which came during the pre-
vious summer hit the fur market hard,
leaving an Immense collection of high
priced furs In the hands of the buyers.

In ord!r to save the market from
complete ruin, this great accumulation

Tho result has been n genuine
scarcity of furs. Tho great accumu-
lation has been worked off and the
market Is In n receptive condition for
largo amounts of raw furs. Interviews
with leading buyers reveal that tho
coming quotations on ruw fura will bo
very high in fact the highest ever
offered compared with contemporary
values In othe,r commodities.

In the yenrs preceding the World
wur, trappers received from twenty
cents to fifty cents each for musk-ra-t

pelts and from one dollnr to three
dollars for skunk pelts. Living costs
then were 40 per cent lower than
they are today and wages show about
the same difference. By comparing
these conditions with prices prevailing
today It is shown that muskrats aro
worth three times ns much ns they
were then, while other furs are pro-
portionately higher.

The high prices of today and tho
abundance of g animals of-
fer an opportunity to tho trapper which
hns seldom been equalled, while resi-
dents of smaller towns and even tho
farm boy and schoolboy will find a
chnnce for a profitable occupation dur-
ing spare hours.
